New Church F 

The first anniversary of the launch- 
ing of the building fund campaign of 
the local Congregational Church was 
celebrated Tuesday evening at a spe- 


cial meeting attended by « large num-j th 


ber of members ‘and friends of the 
ehureh. The high spot of the occasion 
was the announcement by George Me- 
Ewan, general chairman of the drive, 
that’ the fund now totals $25,003 in 
gifte and pledges. 

Reports were made by the co- 
chairmen of the building plans com- 
mittee, the Rev. Joseph W. Reeves, 
pastor of the church, and Edward 8. 
Frary. This committee’ has been ac- 
tively engaged during the past year 
in studying what other communities 
have done in the matter of church 
‘building and have also made an in- 
tensive study of the local situation. 
They also introduced an architect, 
Philip H. Rogers, of Rogers’ and 
Linde, of Ware, who had prepared 
tentative plans for the new building, 
which the committee presented for 
the approval of the congregation. 

’ Mr. Rogers showed the plans to the 
audience by means of slides projected 
on a large screen and was in this way 
able to explain a three-step plan by 
which the new building. may be erect- 
ed as funds are available. Tentative 
approval was given to the plans and 
the committee, which has been serv- 
ing as a building plans committee, 
was reelected as the actual building 
committee. In addition to the co- 
chairmen, the committee consists of 
Fred Holton, Mrs. Gordon Moody, 
Miss Clarice Carpenter and Miss Alice 
Drake. 

In his report Mr. McEwan pointed 
out that on July’ 8, 1946, the cam- 
paign opened without a single advance 
contribution, but that in the four re- 
port meetings held during the year 
more than a quarter of the goal had. 
been reached. The first report meeting 
was on July 22 when. $17,048 was re- 
ported, the second on October 9 with 
$18,800, the third on February 24, 
1947, with $22,000 reported. The larg- 
est gift so far was one for $1,600. 
Other gifts included six for $1,000, 
four for $500, one for $375, one for 
$350, two for $300, eight for $250 and 
four for $200. Contributions have also 
been received from former Mount 
Hermon students and from summer 
residents. He expressed his thanks to 
the fifty-seven committee members 
who have worked with him during 
the first year and also to various 
church organizations who have been
